INCREASE SERVICE 



5-Minute Rush Schedule and 
10c Rate Now in 
Effect. 



ARDMORE IS TERMINAL 



An increase in bus service and a 
general decrease in fares was put 
into effect Wednesday on the Mont- 
gomery pike bus line which serves 
Bala-Cynwyd, Narberth and Ard- 
more. Fares were cut to a flat io- 
cent rate for all zones and busses 
were put on a 15-minute schedule 
for the rush hours in the morning 
and the evening. 

Control of the "back pike" line 
was obtained by the Montgomery 
Bus Company of Bryn Mawr last 
week under a 10-year operating 
agreement with the Philadelphia 
Suburban Transit Company, the 
owner. The old half hourly sched- 
ule was then changed and a 20- 
minute service inaugurated. And 
on Wednesday the further increase 
in busses was announced by Mana- 
ger Dugan. 

Under the new schedule, the 
busses will run on a 15-minute 
headway from 8 to 10 A. M. and 
from 4 to 6 P. M. During the day 
and in the evening up to and after 
midnight the 20-minute service will 
prevail. The last bus from Over- 
brook will leave daily at 3 A. M. 

The increased service became 
effective as the result of the short- 
ening of the old route of the Phila- 
delphia Suburban. From Ardmore 
to its Bryn Mawr terminus, the 
Montgomery pike line paralleled the 
Lancaster pike lines of the Mont- 
gomery Bus Company. 

A flat 10-cent fare now prevails 
for all zones instead of the old rates 
which varied from five to 25 cents. 

The 10-cent rate is in effect at 
all hours of the day and night and 
entitles the passenger to a ride from 
Overbrook to Bryn Mawr. Those 
who wish to go to Bryn Mawr are 
given free transfers to Lancaster 
pike busses at Lehigh avenue. 

Under the odl tariff schedule the 
fare was 10 cents from Overbrook 
to Narberth, five from Narberth to 
Ardmore and 20 cents from Over- 
brook to Bryn Mawr. After mid- 
night a flat rate of 25 cents was 
charged regardless of the distance 
traveled. 

Increase in Narberth. 

The new rate means an increase 
to passengers in Narberth borough 
and from Narberth to Ardmore, but 
they are compensated for this by 
the greater distance which they may 
ride for their money. For constant 
user of the bus line strip tickets of 
six for 50 cents are sold. 

A 15-minute service during rush 
hours on the "short line" which 
runs from Fifty-fourth and City 
Line, Bala to Narberth was put into 
effect Wednesday simultaneously 
with the change in the longer Mont- 
gomery pike route. .The short line 
serves lower Bala; the back district 
of Cymvyd and the Merion Park 
territory via Meeting House Lane. 

A schedule of the busses giving 
the times at which they are supposed 
to pass through the various com- 
munities on their routes is now be- 
ing compiled by Manager Dugan 
and will be announced next week,

No sermon was preached at the

In 1 goo he was charged with the 
duty of establishing a church at 
Narberth and the territory assigned 
him included a sparsely settled 
countryside of widespread dimen- 
sions. The first mass for the new 
parish was celebrated on -Christmas 
day of 1900 at the home of Mr. 
Nicholas Thouron at Merion.

from ten to fifteen per cent. Grade 
A milk now brings 16 cents and 
table cream, formerly selling at 25 
cents, is 29. Raw milk is now 23 
cents, an increase of three cents. 

According to the heads of sev- 
eral of the local dairies the in- 
crease was necessitated by the 
competition of New York dealers. 
In that city milk has been costing 
the consumer two or three cents 
more than in this section. "As a 
result," said one of the local deal- 
ers, "the New York dealers have 
invaded this territory and are of- 
fering the farmers more than we 
could afford to pay-." 

It is claimed during the past 
two years the prices of milk 
throughout this district have been 
insufficient to encourage the farm- 
ers to maintain a sufficient supply. 
Production Costs Higher. 

The farmers point to substan- 
tially higher costs/ i.n milk produc-- 
tion. Farm laborvis much higher 
than during the highest war 
period, and substantially higher 
than a year ago. Costs of feed and 
roughage are higher, due to the 
increased cost of labor for raising 
and harvesting. In addition it is 
claimed that there are increases 
in labor and equipment in the 
dairies and on the farms neces- 
sary to meet the consumer demand 
for a higher quality product. 

At the present time no increase 
is anticipated on butter, ice cream 
and other milk products, though 
it is possible that there may be a 
slight change of prices on these 
lines in the future.

TO SETTLE ROAD BILL 

Two matters of general inter- 
est to all persons who drive auto- 
mobiles into Narberth were re- 
ported at the regular meeting of 
the Borough Council last Monday 
evening. One of these was the 
report from Councilman Leitch, 
as chairman of the Police Commit- 
tee, recommending an entirely 
new code of parking regulations 
for Haverford avenue and vicin- 
ity. This report was accepted and 
approved by Council and the regu- 
lations will be put into effect soon. 
These new regulations will abol- 
ish parking, except for loading and 
unloading, on the south side of 
Haverford avenue, from Narberth 
to Essex avenues. Parking on the 
north side must be parralle] to the 
curb, instead of at an angle as at 
present, and will be confined to 
one hour's time. Parking is pro- 
hibited on Narberth and Essex 
avenues within 100 feet of Haver- 
ford avenue. 

The other item of interest to 
automobilists was the announce- 
ment of the Highway Committee 
that during the past month they 
had eliminated the depressed gut- 
ters which crossed the streets at 
Conway and Windsor avenues, 
Dudley and Windsor avenue and 
Narberth and Chestnut ave- 
nues. These gutters have for a 
long time been a trap for the un- 
wary automobilist and have been 
the cause of many complaints 
growing out of minor automobile 
accidents.

Main Line Towns on Welsh 

Tract; Prices Higher Now 



Merion, Narberth, Wynnewood. 
Ardmore, Haverford, Bryn Mawr, 
Radnor, Devon and Berwyn are 
built on the so-called old Welsh 
tract of 5000 acres, which was 
granted by William Penn to Rich- 
ard Davies. of Watchpoole, in 
Montgomery county, Wales, for 
£100, or approximately $500, "to 
be holden by him the said Richard 
Davies in free and common socage 
of him the said William Penn, his 
heirs and assigns^ as of the seigniory 
of Windsor, yielding one shilling for 
each 100 acres thereof." 

The sale was made in September, 
168 1, while Penn was still in Eng- 
land, but Davies lost no time in sell- 
ing off. the tract. 

Book F 7 in the Recorder of 
Deeds' office at Philadelphia City 
Hall contains the record of the 



grant of the "Welsh tract," which 
it was called for many years after, 
because it was granted to a Welsh- 
man and immediately after settled 
by his countrymen, who kept alive 
the memory of their home land in 
the Welsh names which they gave 
to the communities, which persist 
to this day. Of the 5000 acres, 
Davies, in the year or two after re- 
ceiving the grant, sold over 2000 
acres in lots of 100 acres and up- 
ward to residents of the county of 
Radnor in Wales. 

His first sale was of 156 acres to 
David Evans, of Nantmeil, Radnor, 
for £3 2 shillings. Ellis Jones 
bought 100 acres for £2, subject to 
an annual rent of one pepper corn. 
John Ap John and Thomas Wynn 
bought 200 acres each for £4 each.

the borough's share of the expense 
from Mr. A. C. Shand, Jr., should 
be received by the borough before 
this work was undertaken. 

The Highway Committee sub- 
mitted a verbal report in reference 
to the erection of street signs at 
places in the borough where there 
are none at present. This report 
was a result of requests for such 
signs which had been received 
from various citizens. Council 
authorized the Highway Commit- 
tee to purchase 14 such signs im- 
mediately, but as the cost of the 
signs is not nearly so great as the 
cost of installation, it was recom- 
mended that during the remainder 
of this year only those which are 
absolutely necessary should be put 

up. 

The written report of the High- 
way Committee and its recom- 
mendations were accepted and ap- 
proved with the result that pro- 
visions were made for a final set- 
tlement with the contractor, who 
has been doing the paving and 
sewer work in the borough dur- 
ing the past year, and also a pro- 
gram for the elimination of drain- 
age water troubles near the 
intersection of Price and Conway 
avenues was worked out. The 
report of the Highway Committee 
was as follows: 

Albright and Mebus, the borough 
engineers, addressed a letter to the 
chairman of this committee on Angus 
31, in which they said: "The Ramsdell'l 
Construction Company has satisfac- 
torily completed the contract for street 
paving and sewer work and we recom- 
mend that final payment be made to 
the company."

Dangerously depressed gutters at 
the intersection of Conway and Wind- 
sor avenues. Dudley and Windsor 
avenues, and Narberth and Chestnut 
avenues, have been the source of fre- 
quent complaint and the cause of 
minor automobile accidents for some 
time. Thev were installed before the 
days of modern automobile traffic and 
were a menace to any automobile 
driver who was not previously familiar 
with them or who did not see them in 
time to apply his brakes. During the 
past month all of these gutters have 
been raised and repaired in a way 
which we believe will permanently 
cure the evils which they caused. 

Since the last meeting of Council 
the Highway Department has com- 
pleted the building of Narberth ave- 
nue and the resurfacing and repairing 
of Windsor avenue from Conway 
avenue westerly to Wynnewood ave- 
nue. The cost of the Windsor avenue 
repairing and resurfacing was $1777.50. 
In connection with this work we m- 
-^alled a 10-inch terra cotta pipe in 
the northern gutter of Windsor ave- 
nue from a point a few feet west of the 
entrance to Narbrook Park. That 
pipe discharges ill the brook under 
Windsor avenue <?nd is satisfactorily 
carrying off excess water which form- 
erly accumulated at that point 111 
heavy storms. 

Minor items attended to during tne 
past month included the placing ot 
springs on the screen doors of the 
community building, except the screen 
door of the library, for which the 
spring has not yet been received. New 
tubes have been installed in the steam 
roller at a total cost of $235. The 
concrete mixer has been overhauled 
and repaired and we have repaired the 
ditch left by the Springfield Suburban 
Water Company on Iona avenue, be- 
tween Lantwyn lane and Meeting 
House lane and along Windsor avenue 
from Conway to Iona avenues. The 
money spent on this work and on the 
collection of 362 cubic yards of ashes 
was as follows: For labor, ash collec- 
tions, $211.04; for street maintenance, 
$701.84; for street cleaning, $137.84; 
for community building, $10.64; total 
for labor, $1061.36. In addition, $10.64 
was spent for rent of a steamroller 
and $2870.17 was spent for materials.

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ENGLISH IVY I N BLOOM 

Narberth Community Library Ex- 
hibits Unusual Flower. 

There has been on exhibit at the 
library this week a flowering 
branch of the English ivy. Re- 
peated questions have failed to 
reveal any one who has seen the 
flowering form of ivy before and 
there has been -considerable in- 
terest shown in it. 

It has been frequently stated 
that the ivy seldom, if ever, flow- 
ers because the flowering form is 
so rare. However, there are con- 
ditions under which it is always 
certain to send out blossoms. An 
ivy does not bloom when in the 
process of climbing a wall or a 
tower, but when ithas readied the 
summit and can no longer climb 
it sends out horizontal branches. 
In time these branches may cease 
to produce the feet by which the 
ivy climbs and changing its leaf 
form somewhat sends out a termi- 
nal cluster of flowers. 

This condition has been met 
apparently in an ivy growing over 
a rockery in a Narberth garden, 
where the vine, spread out hori- 
zontally in full sunlight, has pro- 
duced two terminal clusters. The 
flowers are greenish in color, star 
pointed, with five yellow stamens. 
The honey which the flower se- 
cretes is very attractive to bees 
and for that reason they are 
found hovering over this late 
blooming in great numbers. The 
result will, undoubtedly, be the 
ripening of the fruit, but whether 
the berries will be black or yellow 
remains to be seen. 

The blossom on exhibit at the 
library this past- Aveek was only 
one section of one blossom. If it 
remains alive in water long 
enough, it will be exhibited all 
next week.
